Labor Leaders Say Strike 
Will Spread to Surface 
Roads and City’s Trans- 
portation Facilities Will 
Be Paralyzed. 


IT’S FIGHT TO FINISH, 
SAYS THEODORE SHONTS 


President of Transit Com- 
pany Says That 


the Company Can Cope 
With the Situation. 


New York, September 6.—A_ strike 
was declared early tonight by union- 
ized employees of the subway and ele- 
vated railway lines operated by the 
Interborough Rapid Transit company. 
About 1,500 of the 11,700 car men in 
the company’s pay voted at a mass 
meeting to quit work immediately. 

Paralysis Predicted. 

Union officials asserted that, with 
the possible exception of the lines in 
Brooklyn, New York’s electric trans- 
portation facilities would be complete- 
ly paralyzed by morning. They were 
confident, they said, that the motormen 
and conductors in the surface lines in 
Manhattan, Harlem and the Bronx also 
would strike through sympathy. 

Theodore P. Shonts, president of the 
Interborough Rapid Transit company, 
declared that with adequate police pro- 
tection the company could cope guc- 
cessfully with the situation and “guar- 
antee transportation to the public.” He 
gaid that only a small number of the 
company’s employees had become 
unionized, 

As soon as the strike vote was an- 
nounced scouts were sent from the 
union meeting place to notify crews on 
subway and elevated railway lines. 


Company to Fight. 


Trains were running on regular 
schedule an hour after the strike was 


annouhced, 
Mr. onts fasued a statement de- 


claring the company would “fight the

Special squads of policemen and de- 
tectives will guard power houses and 
ear barns, in many of which ‘sstrike- 
breakers have bee ( quartered. 

Oscar S. Straus, chairman of the pub- 
lic service commission, at a confer- 
ence during the day with representa- 
tives of the union, requested that the 
strike call be held up pending another 
attempt by himself and Mayor Mitchel 
to settle the trouble. The labor leaders 
declined. 

Union leaders declare many workers 
Were discharged today because they re- 
fused to take off their union badges. 

Barns Like Barracks. 

Interborough car barns gave the ap- 
pearance of barracks. Approximately 
4,000 men have been housed and fed 
in preparation for the anticipated 
strike order. Most of the men were 
hired by strike-breaking agencies at 
the time of the ralirdad emergency and 
were taken over by the Interborough. 

Employees on the “Green Car” line 
of the New York Railways company 
also voted tonight to strike. This is 
one of the most important of the city’s 
surface car lines. The men acted 
through sympathy for the subway and 
elevated railway employees. 

The Interborough employees demand 
an annulment of individual contracts 
binding them not to seek wage in- 
creases for two years. 

Should the strikers suceed in their 
purpose, more than 12,000 employees 
will be affected? and New York will 
face the worst tie-up in its history. 
Thus far the union has confined its de- 
mands to the Interborough and its sub- 
sidiary surface car line, the New York 
Railways company; but it is intimated 
tonight that the strike might possi- 
bly be. extended to other companies op- 
erating in the greater city. 

The first interruption of service came 
shortly before midnight when the New 
York Railways company’s employees 
began turning in their cars. 

The New York Railways company at 
midnight ordered all cars of one cross- 
town line to the barns. The men were 
requested to come to work at 6 o'clock 
in the morning. 

It was reported that some ticket and 
etation agents of the elevated were de- 
serting their posts.

COURT WILL PROBE 
STRIKE TROUBLES 


Georgia Railway and Power 
Co. Secures Temporary Re- 
straining Order Against 
Union Linemen. 


Jurisdiction over the union line- 
men’s strike against the Georgia Rail- 
way & Power company was assumed 
by the courts yesterday afternoon 
when Judge John T. Pendleton signed 
a temporary restraining order directed 
against the officers and some 30 or 
4C individual members of the union, 
and directed them to appear in court 
September 16 and show cause why a 
permanent injunction should not be 


issued. 

In its petition the power company 
asks permanent restraint of the de- 
Tendants from « attempting to coerce 
men willing to enter the eniploy of the 


ontering that employ; from molesting 
them personally, or harassing them; 
from picketing the company’s premis- 
es, Or loitering near those premises; 
from violence, threats of violence, in- 
sults, indecent talk, abusive epithets, 
and other attempts at coercion of men 
already in the company’s employ, with 
intent to make them break their con- 
tracts with the company, or of men 
willing to take jobs, to keep them from 
taking those jobs. 
Say Men Were Contented, 


One of the features of the petition 
is its allegation that the majority of 
the men employed in the line depart- 
ment who were members of the union 
and went on strike, did not want to 
strike, and were contented with their 
work, and quit their jobs only on 
order of their union officers. 

The history of the strike is set out 
in the petition, which shows that on 
August 6 the company discharged, “in 
the proper conduct of its business, for 
good and sufficient reasons,” J. L. Car- 
ver. E. P.. Smith and another man 
named Castleberry; that on August 11 
it received a demand from the local 
union, presented by Purceil, Pollard 
Carver and others, that the men dis- 
charged be reinstated, this demand be- 
ing accompanied by the _ threat of 
strike; that on August 12, “against the 
desire of the majority,” sixty-five men 
in the line department quit in a body. 

Altogether, according to President 
Arkwright, less than i600 men nave quit 
the employ of the company since the 
strike began; and the places of the 
strikers have been filled by competent 
and willing workers, it is stated. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Arkwright, the company 
now is unwillii g to take the ‘strikers 
back in a body. 

Within Rights, Says Purcell. 

According to John J. Purcell, who, 
since the origin of the strike, has been 
in Atlanta in charge of the men, the 
former employees of the railway com- 
pany are well within their rights in 
doing what they can to establish 
“pickets.” 

“The strikers are not offering any 
violence of any kind,” stated Mr. 
Purcell, “but they are acquainting the 
strike-breakers with. conditions and 
the reason for the strike, at the same 
time requesting them to thoroughly 
consider the matter before entering the 
employ of the company. 

“Aside from this, it has been held 
by the United States supreme court 
that strikers have a right to ‘picket,’ 
so long as they do not interfere with 
the property or work of the company.”

JUSTICE LUMPKIN 
DIES OF PARALYSIS 
Al LOCAL HOSPITAL 


Condition of Member of Su- 
preme Court Not Thought 
Serious, and News of End 
Will Prove Shock to Many 
Friends. 


BODY TO LIE IN STATE 
AT THE CAPITOL TODAY 


With Power of Speech 
Gone, He Wrote Note Sum- 
moning Cousin to Bedside 
and Gave Instructions in 
Event c. Death. 


Surrounded by a number of relatives 
and friends who had been summoned 
to his bedside at his request, Joseph 
Henry Lumpkin, associate justice of 
the supreme court of Georgia, died of 
paralysis at 9:45 o’clock last night at 
the Davis-Fischer sanitarium on East 
Linden street. He had just passed his 
sixtieth birthday. 

He had been ill for only two days and 
it was not known that his illness was 
of a serious nature until a few hours 
before his death. His end, therefore, 
will come as a great shock and sur- 
prise to his many friends throughout 
the state. 

With him at the time of his death 
were his cousin and physician, Dr. Ma- 
rion McH. Hull; his private secretary 
for eleven years during the whole term 
of his service on the supreme court 
bench, J. Wightman Bowden; his as- 
sociates on the supreme ‘bench, Justices 
Beverly D, Evans and Warner Hill; his 
cousins, Marion Jackson, Henry Pee- 
ples, Mrs. Wilmer L. Moore and a few 
others, 


SUMMONS 
COUSIN. 


Shortly after he lost the power of 
speech, he wrote on a tablet for his 
secretary, who was with him through- 
out the day, that he wished to see his 
close friend and cousin, Henry Peeples. 
Mr. Peeples was summoned by tele- 
phone and was recognized by the dy- 
ing man on his appearance, as were 
aiso his friends at the bedside. 

Before he lost consciousness, Judge 
Lumpkin fully realized that the end 
was near, wrote down a few instruc- 
tions about the disposition of his pa- 
pers and other private affairs. 

Immediately after eating breakfast 
Monday morning, Judge Lunipkin was 
taken violently ill with nausea. He 
was attended to his room in the Grand 
building and his physician, Dr. Marion 
McH. Hull, was summoned. Later in 
the day, the judge was removed to the 
hospital. 

He was very cheerful and assured 
some of his associates on the supreme 
court bench that he would be out and 
attending to official business in which 
he was much interested in a few days. 

On Tuesday morning, he was so far 
recovered that he summoned his sec- 
retary, J. Wightman Bowden, to his 
bedside and dictated a number of let- 
ters. He even went so far as to dictate 
a short opinion in a case to which he 
had been assigned by the court, the 
preliminary study of which he had al- 
ready completed, 

It was not until late Tuesday night 
or early Wednesday morning that the 
case began to take a serious turn. When 
Judge Beverly D. Evans called to see 
the sick man about 10 o’clock Wednes- 
day morning, he noted that his articu- 
lation was indistinct. Although his 
mind was perfectly clear, he could make 
himself understood with difficulty. 


WRITES 
MEMORANDA. 


In a little while he became entirely 
speechless. Even then he_ indicated 
that he wanted to communicate some- 
thing further to the close friends about 
his bedside. A tablet was furnished 
him and he made certain memoranda 
on it. 

It was not until between 3 and 4 
o'clock, in the afternoon that he en- 
tirely lost consciousness. He then 
dropped into a comatose state from 
which he never recovered. 

Few families in the state have been 
more distinguished or have borne a 
larger part in making the state’s his- 
tory than that of Jqseph Henry Lump- 
kin. His grandfather, whose name he 
bore, became the first chief justice of 
the supreme court when that august 
body was organized in the decade be- 
tween 1840 and 1850. A brother of the 
chief justice and great-uncle of the 
deceased was Wilson Lumpkin, who 
was governor in 1831 and subsequent- 
ly United States senator. A_ second 
cousin was Samuel Lumpkin, a dis- 
tinguished justice of the semreme court; 
another cousin was John Henry Lump- 
kin, member of congress and a promi- 
nent candidate for governor when the 
late Joseph E. Brown was nominated in 
1856. 

The earliest member of the-Lumpkin 
family, of which there is record, was 
Dr. Thomas Lumpkin, who emigrated 
from England to Virginia in the early 
colonial period. His grandson, George 
Lumpkin, moved with his family to 
Uglethorpe county, in Georgia, in 1784 
and became the ancestor of the Lump- 
kins in this state. 


BORN IN 


ATHENS. 


Son of William, Wilberforce Lump- 
kin and Maria Louisa King, the de- 
ceased was born on Septemer 32, 1856, 
in Athens, where his father was at the 
time a professor in the University of 
Georgia. He received all of his educa- 
tion in Athens, going through the 
schools in that city and graduating at 
the University of Georgia with high 
honors in the class. of 1875 before he 
reached the age of 19. He was fond 
of classical studies and bore the repu- 
tation of being one of the best Latin 
and Greek scholars ever turned out by 
the institution. 

Immediately after his graduation he 
came to Atlanta to study law and was 
admitted to the bar in 1876. He en- 
tered into partnership wih his cousin, 
the late Captain Harry Jackson. He 
was appointed assistant supreme court

Shot in Fight 
With Burglar

The 
burglar then ran from the room, down- 
stairs, and escaped out of the window 
by which he had entered the house. 

Call Officers Long and -Wood were 
rushed to the scene. For a block they 
traced the burglar by drops of blood. 
It is believed that one of the bullets 
fired by the thief struck him after hit- 
ting his victim, as Mr. Wayne was 
unarmed. , 

Mr. Wayne was sent‘to the Davis- 
Fischer sanitarium. His injuries are 
serious, but it is believed he will re- 
cover.

President Ripley declared that the so- 
called eight-hour law was nothing 
more than an advance . of twenty to 


twenty-five per cent in wages to the| 


men who receive the most money in the 
railway eervice. Mr. Ripley’s state- 
ment follows: 

“Congress, hastily acting under a 
threat of four leaders of labor organ- 
izations, enacted a so-called eight-hour 
law, which is nothing more nor less 
than an advance of 20 to 25 per cent in 
wages of the best paid men in rail- 
way service. It is only fair to the 
public and to our employees to say that 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
Railway company does not intend to 


comply with the law until ordered to 
do so by the court of last resort.”

NO STAMP TAXES 


| 


IN REVENUE BILL 


Conferees Agree to Elim- 
inate Them—Trade War 
Amendments to Remain. 
Congres May Not Adjourn 
Before Saturday. 


Washington, September 6.—Elimina- 
tion of all stamp taxes in the emergen- 
cy revenue bill, seriously objected to 
by the house, was agreed upon late to- 
night by the conference committee, 
house conferees yielding in exchange 
for this concession their demand for 
restoration of a tax on refiners of cop- 
per. 

To make up for the loss of about $5,- 
000,000 revenue in sacrificing the stamp 
taxes, the conferees are expected to 
agree to a suggestion of house mem- 
bers that the net profit tax on manu- 
facturers of munitions of war be in- 
creased from ten to twelve and a half 
per cent. 

The Eliminated Stamp Taxes. 

Sacrifice of the proposed stamp taxes 
get the revenue bill back in accord with 
the original determination of the ad- 
ministration leaders and the ways and 
means committee to repeal all of those 
provisions in the existing war reve- 
nue law which were generally regard- 
ed as an annoyance by the public. The 
proposed stamp taxes which are now 
eliminated included bonds, debentures 
and certificates of stock, agreement to 
sale, conveyances, warehouse and cus- 
toms house receipts, foreign steamship 
tickets and Pullman car tickets. 

At midnight the conference was re- 
ported to be in practical agreement 
on all vital provisions of the bill, al- 
though it was declared that working 
out of details of report could not be 
concluded until some time tomorrow. 

Amendments empowering the presi- 
dent to retaliate against foreign in- 
terference with American mails and 
commerce, it was said, would be re- 
tained with probable revisions of the 
Phelan amendment, regarding interfer- 
ence with the mails, which had -.not 
been submitted to the state depart- 
ment before its adoption by the sen- 
ate. 

Ineome and Inheritance Taxes. 

The proposed license tax on corpora- 
tion stock increases in the duty on dye- 
stuffs, increases in the income and in- 
heritance taxes and the provisions cre- 
ating a tariff commission all were ap- 
proved. 

A continuing appropriation of $300,- 
000 a year for the tariff commission, 
however, was said to have been strick- 
en out. The conference also was re- 
ported to have under consideration 
changes in the proposed taxes on wiiie.

IN GALICIAN FIGHTING 


Berlin Admits That the 
Austro-German Center Has 
Been Forced Back — The 
Russians Take 4,500 More 
Prisoners to the Southeast 
of Lemberg. 


While their compatriots were busy 
Wednesday north of the Somme ward- 
ing off German counter attacks or en- 
gaged in artillery duels, the French 
south of the river drove their men 
farward into the German lines for note- 
worthy gains. 

In stubborn fighting over a front of 
four miles between Vermandovillers 
and Chilly, the Germans have been 
forced to give up the northern portion 
of Vermandovillers; while the French 
have occupied the outskirts of the rail- 
way junction town of Chaulnes and 
thrown their forces along the railway 
running from Chaulnes to Roye, be- 
tween Chaulnes and Chilly. 

To the north the operations of the 
French with Barleux, and ultimately 
Peronne, as their objective, met with 
success. Southeast of Belloy-En-San- 
terre further German trenches were 
captured and most of the village of 
Berny-En-Santerre fell into French 
hands. Paris says the number of pris- 
oners taken apparently was large.

BERLIN CONCEDES 


RUSSIAN VICTORY.

MORE GAINS 


FOR FRENCH. 

Paris, September 6.—(Via London). 
Further French gains are reported in 
the official statement issued by the 
war office tonight, these being entirely 
south of the Somme, where the greater 
part of the village of Berney was cap- 
tured, as well as the northern por- 
tion of Vermandovillers. 

The text of the statement says: 

“North of the Gomme there was a 
violent artillery duel but no infantry 
action. 

“South of the Somme in the aft- 
ernoon we successfully renewed our 
offensive and carried several German 
trenches southeast of Belloy-en-San- 
terre. 

“In a vigorous infantry attack we 
carried the greater part of the village 
of Berny-en-Santerre and advanced as 
far as the southern projection of the 
park. Between Vermandovillers and 
Chilly there was especially stubborn 
fighting. We carried the northern 
portion of Vermandovillers as far as 
the road to Estrees. 

“Farther south, in the region be- 
tween Chaulnes and Chilly, we cap- 
tured more trenches and pushed our 
first line to the outskirts of Chaulnes 
and along the railway between Chaul- 
nes and Roye. 

“The number of prisoners captured 


| during the day seems large, but there 


is no definite information. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse 
(Verdun sector) the cannonade was 
intense at the end of the day in the 
Vaux-Chapitre wood sector. On the 
rest of the front the day was com- 
paratively ulet.”’ 

The French statement issued in the 
afternoon says: 

“North of the Somme the enemy at- 
tempted no counter attacks during the 
night. Artillery activity continued to 
@ pronounced degree on different parts 
of the front. 

“South of the Somme the Germans 
made several attacks on our new posi- 
tions south of Denicourt and in the 
neighborhood of Berny. All these at- 
tacks were broken by our curtain of 
fire, which inflicted losses on the enemy. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse 
(Verdun front) at about 8 o'clock yes- 
terday evening the enemy attempted 
an attack against the village of Fleury 
after a heavy bombardment. Caught 
by the hot fire of our machine guns the 
Germans were unable to debouch. The 
number of prisoners taken yesterday 
in the sector east of Fleury has been 
increased by about forty. 

“In Lorraine a strong enemy de- 
tachmént was surprised by our fire and 
dispersed at a moment when it was 
endeavoring to carry one of our ad- 
vanced positions. Everywhere else the 
night was calm.” 


GERMANS ADMIT 
LOSS OF CLERY. 


Berlin, September 6.—(Via London.) 
The town of Clery, on the Somme river 
3% miles northwest of Peronne, has 
been captured from the Germans by 
troops of the entente allies, says the of- 
ficial statement today issued by the 
German army headquarters staff. 

The statement says of operations in 
France: 

“Western theater: The battle on both 
sides of the Somme continues with un- 
diminished intensity. Twenty-eight 
British and French divisions are en- 
gaged in the attack. North of the 
Somme their attacks have been san- 
guinarily repulsed. The enemy gained 
ground at small places in  Ilimited 
areas. Clery has been taken. 

“South of the river in a ding-dong 
infantry battle our first position has 
been maintained against a fresh at- 
tack of the French on a front from 
Barleux to south of Chilly. Only 
there where the most advanced 
trenches had been entirely destrcved, 
have they been evacuated. Later attacks 
all have been repulsed with the most 
severe losses, the Mecklenburg, Hol- 
stein and Saxon regiments especially 
distinguished themselves. 

“Up to last night, as the result of 
two days’ battle south of the Somme, 
81 officers and 1,437 men from ten 
French divisions and 23 machine guns 
have been brought in. 

“In aerial fights and by anti-aircraft 
_ three enemy aeroplanes Were shot 
own.” 


AUSTRO-GERMANS 
ARE BEING DRIVEN 
BY THE RUSSIANS 


Petrograd, September 6.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—Russian troops yesterday cap- 
tured a Teutonic fortified position in 
the region of the lower Gorodenka in 
the direction of Halicz, Galicia, and 
drove the Austro-Germans toward the 
northwest, says the Russian official 
statement issued today. 

The number of prisoners taken in the 


fighting on the lower Gorodenka, the 
statement adds, eo far amounts to 4,500 
men, among whom were 2,000 Germans. 

The official staternent Says: 

“In the direction of Halicz in the 
lower Gorodenka, a left tributary of 
the Dniester, our troops captured a for- 
tified position of the enemy, and drove 
him to the northwest. The number of 
prisoners taken here so far amounts 
to 4,500 men, among whom were about 
2,000 Germans. 

“In the wooded Carpathians our ad- 
vance continues. Our troops have cap- 
tured a series of heights and have re- 
pelled all repeated enemy counter at- 


ks. 

“Caucasian Front: In the region of 
Ognott our troops afe advancing and 
inflicting gréat losses on the enemy. 
West of Ognott were found corpses of 
our soldiers terribly multiplated by the 
Turks. 

“West of Lake Van, British armor- 
ed motor cars drove out the Turks 
from the villages in the regicen of 
Chukhur Norshen.” 


TEUTON CENTER 


FORCED TO YIELD. 


Berlin, September 6.—(Via London.) 
Russian forces, says the official state- 
ment issued today at the German army 
headquarters, have pressed back the 
center of Archduke Charles’ front be- 
tween the Zlota Lipa and the Dnies- 
ter river, in Galicia. 

The statement says: ; 

“Kastern theater: Group of Prince 
Leopold of Bavaria: Russian attacks 
north of the Zlochoff-Tarnopol rail- 
way line failed under our fire. 

“Group of Archduke Charles: Be- 
tween the Zlota Lipa and Dniester the 
Russians again began their attacks. 
After vain storming attacks they fi- 
nally pressed back to the center of 
our front. 

“In the Carpathians the enemy gain- 
ed a small advantage in the fighting 
already reported southwest of Zabie 
and Shypot. At many other places he 
attacked in vain.” 


SNOW IS FALLING — 
ON ITALIAN FRONT; 
ARTILLERY IS BUSY 


Rome, September 6.—(Via London.) 
Today’s statement issued by the Ital- 
ian war department says: 

“On the whole front bad weather 
revails. The first snow already has 
allen in the mountains. 

“The enemy activity yesterday was 
reduced to some artillery actions 
which were vigorously answered by 
our batteries. On the upper Rio Fe- 
lizon in the valley of Boite, our troops 
extended their occupation on the west- 
ern slopes of Punta del Forame.”

DIED OF PARALYSIS

reporter in 1877 and was promoted to 
the office of supreme court reporter in 
1882, a position which he filled for six 
years. When he resigned in 1888 to re- 
sume the practice of law he was paid a 
high tribute by the late Logan E, 
Bleckley, at that time chief justice. 

“He can with more facility and ex- 
pedition,” declared Justice Bleckley, 
“than any man I have ever known ar- 
rive at the true contents of a record or 
opinion and present them in condensed 
form, making a sort of miniature of 
any case, however large in proportions, 
and yet a miniature that reflects its 
features accurately.” 

When at the bar ous Lumpkin was 
engaged in a number of very important 
cases, notably the Southern Mutual Life 
Insurance case and the Cotton States 
Life Insurance case. 

When Judge Marshall J. Clarke _ re- 
signed from the superior court of Ful- 
ton county in 1893, Judge Lumpkin was 
appointed by the then Governor Nor- 
then to fill the vacancy. Later he wag 
elected to the position by the general 
assembly, which at that time elected 
the superior court judges. 

He remained on the superior court 
bench until 1905, at which time he was 
promoted to a place on the supreme 
court by Governor Terrell to fill the 
vacancy caused by the resignation of 
the late Joseph R. Lamar, subsequent- 
ly an associate justice of the supreme 
court of the United States. Judge 


the supreme court bench on April 10, 
1905, being afterwards elected without 
opposition and holding the place con- 
tinually until his death. 


FEW MEN

FXED FOR COTTON 


Association of Farmers 
Union Presidents Acts at 
New Orleans — Southern 
Business Interests Asked 
to Co-operate. 


New Orleans, La., September 6.— 
(Special.)}—The annual meeting of the 
Association of State Farmers’ Union 
Presidents .which has just closed here 
fixed 12 cents per pound as the mini- 


mum price of cotton, and urged that 
all bankers, merchants and business 


interests of the south co-operate in 
maintaining this price in order that 
the cotton industry of the south might 
be placed upon a stable basis. 

Peter Radford. of the Texas ware- 
housé commission, was appointed 
chairman of the committee having 
these matters in charge. Mr. Radford 
immediately called a meeting of his 
committee at Houston on September 
19 and invited leading officials of the 
union in all cotton states to attend. 
The committee wilt discuss with the 
business men of Houston the ware- 
house financial and shipping facilities 
with a view of determining the per- 
centage of the southern cotton crop 
which can be stored, financed and 
handled through Houston. 

The organization of the entire south 
into marketing units with farmers’ lo- 
cals as a basis will begin as soon as 
suitable men can Ve put in the field. 

Henry N. Pope was elected presi- 
dent of the association, and I. N. Mc- 
Collister, of Louisiana, secretary. The 
union has state organization in thirty 
states, and President Pope will make a 
tour of all states at an early date and 
the work of organization will be rap- 
idly extended to meet the needs of 
every product and every section. 

There are thirty states organized 
in the union, with a following of six 
million farmers. The association af- 
firmed President Pope’s stand in op- 
posing the eight-hour law recently en- 
acted by congress, and passed resolu- 
tions indorsing his message sent Presi- 
dent Wilson asking that the entire 
labor controversy be arbitrated. 

An agricultural transportation com- 
mission was created for the purpose of 
studying the transportation problem 
from the standpoint of the farmer. 
The commission was instructed to ap- 
pear before any tribunal having au- 
thority to deal with matters of trans- 
portation and to represent the farmer. 

The keynote of the convention was 
co-operation. All agencies seeking to 
aid agriculture were invited to walk 
through farm organizations. The prin- 
cipal work of the organization during 
the next year will be to improve pres- 
ent marketing methods through better 
storage and financial facilities and to 
otherwise promote the business side of 
farming. An organized effort will be 
made to improve cultural methods, to 
encourage scientific farming, diversi- 
fication, inCrease and improve live 
stock production and combat crop pests 
and livé stock diseases. 


DECATUR’S COTTON CROP 
NEARLY ALL MARKETED 


Bainbridge, Ga., September 6.—(Spe- 
cial.) —The 1916 cotton crop of Decatur 
county will soon be a matter of hi'ss- 
tory. The crop has opened more rapid- 
ly than usual, and all the farmers have 
exerted themselves to get the staple 
out as fa'st as it opens and put it on a 
market that is altogether favorable. 
While the crop is shorter than it has 
ever been before, the returns will 
be about as great as usual, due 
to the high prices for the staple as 
well as the seed. One hundred dollars 
per bale is becoming an average price 
when the seed are included.

STATE-NATION FIGHT 
FAVORED BY WOMEN i o < 


Suffrage Association to Con- 
tinue the Present Policy 
of Seeking Equal Rights. 
Neutrality in Presidential Charles 


Campaign. 


Atlantic City, N. J., September 6.— 
The National Woman Suffrage associa- 
tion by an overwhelming vote today 
decided to continue its present policy 
of working for equal rights through 
both national and state legislation. 
The yote was taken after a long de- 
bate and no sooner had the applause 
that greeted the announcement of the 
action taken ceased than a resolution 
was presented which threatens to 
again open the whole question tomor- 
row. 

Virtually all the speakers declared 
for strict neutrality in the presiden- 
tial campaign and to continue non-par- 
tisan efforts of the association to 
bring bring about equal suffrage 
throughout the United States. 

Women from every state in the un- 
ion are attending the forty-eighth an- 
nual convention of the association, 
which was called two months in ad- 
vance of its' regular meeting because 
of the national political campaign. 
The question of continuing in the form 
of the association came before the con- 
vention in the form of two proposed 
amendments to the organization’s con- 
stitution. One proposed that the asso- 
ciation drop work on state legislation 
and concentrate on the proposed 
amendment to the federal constitution. 
The other provided that the association 
cease its efforts in behalf of the fed- 
eral amendment and confine its activ- 
ities to getting woman’s suffrage by 
States. The amendments were defeat- 
ed by a viva voce vote in which few 
affinmative voices were heard. 

Mrs. Catt Starts Fight. 

Then Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, 
president of the association, present- 
ed the following resolution: 

“That the forty-eighth annual con- 
vention of the National American 
Woman Suffrage association interpret 
article 2 of the constitution which 
pledges our auxiliaries to secure the 
vote for women by appropriate nation- 
al and state action, as meaning that 
the federal amendment is our imme- 
diate and principal aim, and that all 
State campaigns, whether legislative 
i em, are preparatory to this 


Miss Laura Clay, of Lexington, Ky., 
a staunch advocate of state's rights, 
immediately attacked the resoiution as 
undemocratic and as nullifying the 
action just taken by the convention. 
The resolution also stirred up opposi- 
tion among other delegates, and there 
was every evidence of a stormy ses- 
sion. A motion by Miss Clay that the

Allen, Ohio, seconded the speech of 
Mrs. Brown advocating no change in 
policy. 

Miss Allen said that if state work 
was taken up exclusively it would look 
as if the suffragists had been captured 
by the democrats, who are strong for 
states rights, and if the convention de- 
cided to concentrate on the federal 
amendment it would appear as if the 
association had made a deal with the 
republicans. The suffragists, she said, 
would follow strict neutrality among 
the political parties. The association 
should ask the help of all men regard- 
less of their party affiliation and that 
no man or party should be antagonized, 
she said. 

Delegates from Texas, Georgia, -Ala- 
bama, Tennessee, Florida, Virginia, 
Massachusetts, Illinois, Colorado, 
Michigan, Oregon, Arkansas, New 
York, Missouri, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, Rhode Island, West Virginia 
and Maryland spoke briefly in favor 
of continuing the present policy. The 
delegate from Texas said that when 
Mexican bandits invaded Texas the 
people in that state did not stand on 
state rights, but quickly called for 
federal aid. 


Anna Howard Shaw Cheered. 


Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, former 
president of the association, was loudly 
applauded when she was called upon to 
close the debate. The veteran worker 
for equal suffrage said that if she 
were to be born again she would give 
the same amount of time to the cause 
above everything else in the world. The 
non-partisan campaign for equal rights 
the association has waged for so many 
years, she said, had brought the suf- 
frage question up to where it is today. 
Education of men, rather than partisan 
political action wpon the part of the 
association, she said, was the best 
method to bring about universal equal 
suffrage. 

The announcement to the delegates 
that President Wilson will speak at the 
| convention Friday night was greeted 
with long applause.

In Debate Over Corrupt 
| Practices Act—Ashurst 
Gives Tentative Lie to Pen- 
rose — Near Personal En- 
counter. 


Washington, September 6.—While the 


isenate was waiting today on the reve-. 


hue bill conferees, the Owen corrupt 
‘practice bill was taken up and made 
the vehicle for several hours of acri- 
'monious political debate. Democratic 
‘and republican senators indulged in 
ipersonal exchanges and regaled their 
fellow senators with accounts of cam- 
! paign contributions and the rewards 
| given some contributors in the past. « 
The vote to take up~-the bill was 32 
to 14, nine republicans voting with the 
|majority to consider the measure and 
‘seven democrats voting against it. 
Senator Owen tonight cancelled a 
speaking engagement tomorrow before 
the Ohio democratic convention to re- 
main here to fight for the bill’s adop- 
tion. It probably will be taken up 
again betore noon tomorrow and the 
Oklahoma senator intends to keep it 
betore the senate until a vote is sé- 
cured or, what is more probable, ad- 
journment is forced by the leaders. 
Almost Personal Encounter. 
Senator Curtis, of Kansas, republic- 
an, and ASiurst, of Arizona, democrat, 
furnished the excitement or tne days 
debate in an interchange which looked 


in a personal encounter. 

The bill wouid restrict campaign ex- 
penaitures of candidates for the sen- 
ate, the house and for the presidency 
and vice presidency to a greacer extent 
than existing law. Senator Curtis 
argued that sucn a mMeasure, passed 
when a campaign is haif over, might 
work unfairly aganst men who have 
already spent tne stipulated amount. 
He aavocated a more stringent law 
than that proposed, and one that would 
,particularly restrict the use of the con- 
gressiunal frank to prevent senators or 


paign appeals at government expense. 
He read a letter from Senator Ashurst 
to a constituent reciting his record as a 
basis for support and said he under- 
stood that 7v,000 of these had been 
hoagie out in violation of the privi- 
ege. 

“If the senator charges that this is 
a violation of the law,’ said Senator 
Ashurst when he got the floor, “he has 
sweet breads for brains.” He explain- 
ed that his letter had been submitted 
and approved by the postmaster gener- 
al and one of his assistants as being 
matter which could be franked, and 
told how former President Taft when 
in the Philippines and the then Secre- 
tary of War Root, exchanged cable- 
grams at 52 cents a word, paid by the 
government, to discuss Mr. Taft’s 
health and a horseback ride. Calling 
Senator Curtis the “Pharisee from Kan- 
sas” and brushing aside several chairs, 
he strode across the center aisle and 
shook his finger under Senator Curtis’ 
nose. Senator Smoot, seated just be- 
tween the two, moved back in mock 
alarm as Senator Ashurst approached. 
Senator Curtis smiled, but kept his 
seat. 

Tentative Lie Given Penrose. 

A little later Mr. Ashurst turned on 
Senator Penrose, who said he had no- 
ticed a “copper lobby” around the capi- 
tol whose. members had been talking 
with the Arizona senator. 

“Tf.” said Mr. Ashurst, “the senator 
means to say that my vote has been 
influenced by a copper lobby or any 
other lobby, he lies.” Several senators 
objected to this language and Senator 
Ashurst, after explaining he had said 
“if” agreed to withdraw his remark. 

Several senators told of large con- 
tributions to campaigns in various 


resentative A. Mitchell Palmer, of Penn- 
sylvania, had stated that $750,000 was 
spent in one Pennsylvania election. 

Senator Penrose, in answer, said that 
Mr. Palmer’s statement had never been 
supported by evidence and declared he 
could give better proof that several 
hundred thousand dollars had _ been 
spent in Oklahoma in the recent pri- 
mary campaign which resulted in the 
renomination of Senator Owen. 

Senator Pomerene said Myron T. 
Herrick and the Myron T. Herrick Vot- 
ers’ league, in Ohio, spent*more than 
$51,000 in the recent primaries which 
chose Mr. Herrick as the republican 
senatorial candidate. 

Senator Curtis asserted it was well 
known that the democrats were in fa- 
vor of the bill because Secretary Mc- 
Adoo and other cabinet members al- 
ready have raised all the money the 
democrats need in this camnaign. He 
said $200,000 already has been sent 
into one state by the democrats. 

Two amendments to the bill were 
proposed. One by Senator Brady to 
postpone the effective date of the act 
until January 1, 1917, two months after 
election, was approved. The other, of- 
fered by Senator Jones, to make it a 
felony for any manufacturer of in- 
toxicating liquor to contribute to a 
campaign fund, was not acted upon.

FIFTH REGIMENT

Camp Harris, Macon, Ga., September 
6.—(Special.)—-When the camp began 
to hear—several days ago—of a field

PAWNSHOPS MAY HOLD 
KEY TO BROWN MYSTERY 


Police Making Rounds of the 
City to Locate Owner 
of Pistol. 


Detectives and county police are 
combing every pawnshop in Atlanta in 
an effort to discover if the pistol found 
near G. Plumer Brown's body in the 
Chattahoochee river was bought here 


Saturday, according to a plan of in- 
vestigation mapped out by the county 
police last night. 

“The pistol found by the dead 
youth’s body is the only clew obtain- 
able in the mystery,” stated Lieuten- 
ant Carroll. “If we can find where this 
pistol was purchased, and who bought 
it, we have the solution of the killing 
of Brown.” 

Brown's relatives state that he never 
owned a pistol in his life. The pistol 
found near his body was of the cheap 
variety usually found in pawnshops. 

“If Brown killed himself, he bought 
the pistol from some pawnshop,” said 
Lieutenant Carroll. “If he did not kill 
himself, it is hardly possible that we 
will find that the pistol found near 
his body will be identified as having 
been sold recently by any pawn- 
broker.” 

W. A. Jones, treasurer of the Empire 
Trust and Safety Deposit company, 
stated Wednesday that there was no 
clew which indicated Brown had com- 
mitted suicide. 

“We are investigating the killing of 
our former assistant cashier and 
treasurer,” stated Mr. Jones. “We do 
not believe that he killed himself. His 
books were in excellent shape. He 
never went with women. He was a 
home boy. Although he had the use of 
two automobiles at any time, he ‘sel- 
dom, if ever. went out in them at 
night-time, and then usually to take 
members of his family to ride. We 
believe that it would have been prac- 
tically impossible for Brown to have 
shot himself in the back of the head, 
and for the bullet to have ranged 
straight through his head as it did.” 

The pistol found near Brown’s body 
at the spot where it was located, a 
quarter of a mile below the Roswell 
bridge, is now in the hands of local 
authorities. It was used as evidence 
in the coroner’s investigation at Mari- 
etta, but has been turned over to the 
local police in order that they might 
use it in their efforts to ascertain if 
it was recently purchased at a local 
pawnshop.

JAPAN’S CLAIMS. 

In the claims made upon China as the 
result of the recent armed conflict between 
soldiers of the two nations at Cheng Chiatun 
in Mongolia, Japan has gone farther than 
any civilized nation has ever yet dared, 
even in treating a subordinate in the matter 
of demands for reparation for an alleged 
unwarranted attack. 

If China were wholly to blame in connec- 
tion with this clash of troops of the two na- 
tions, perhaps Japan would be justified in 
demanding, as she has done, punishment of 
the commanding officer and of others in- 
‘volved, and the making of such apology as 
the occasion required. ‘ 

But when it comes to making an inci- 
dent of this sort an occasion for further 
Japanese inroads into China, requiring 
China to recognize certain special interests 
for Japan in Mongolia and Manchuria, de- 
manding the extension of Japanese police 
power and administration together with 
preference in loans and the establishment 
of Japanese military advisers in the Chinese 
army, it looks like a clear case of the domi- 
nant nation in the Orient were taking ad- 
Vantage of its strength over a weaker 
power. 

The situation between Japan and China 
just now is very much as might have 
been that between the United States and 
Mexico in the event that the United States, 
as a result of the attack by the Mexican 
forces upon American troops a few weeks 
ago, had made a demand for a concession 
of Mexican territory and the establishment 
of American army posts within the Mexican 
interior. Considering the two incidents, we 
had perhaps just as much right to make 
such demands as these on Mexico as Japan 
has to make her present demands upon 
China. 

The indications are that Japan is chafing 
at the leash of power. She has defeated 
Russia and taken Germany’s only Oriental 
colony away from her. She has occupied 
Korea and has obtained concessions of ter- 
ritory and administration within the Chinese 
empire. She must do something to some- 
body, and as China is the weaker one and 
right at hand, it is a very easy thing to take 
it out on her. That is all very well, but the 
time may come when the millions of Chi- 
nese hosts may rise up against the tyranny 
of it and overpower by sheer force of num- 
bers even the well-trained Japanese army. 

It has been suggested that Japan seeks 
to set up in the Far East a Monroe doctrine 
of her own. There can be no material ob- 
jection to this-so long as present established 
rights in the Orient are not interfered with. 
It is only this that concerns the United 
States in the present Oriental crisis. 

It may be that Japan is seeking to take 
advantage of the diversion of attention of 
the European nations on account of their 
own affairs to push forward a project she 
has long cherished. With that the United 
States has nothing to do except in so far 
as it concerns the recognized and acquired 
rights of this country*in Asiatic territory. 

In so far as the quarrel between Japan 
and China in itself is concerned, we shall, 
of course, have nothing to do with it; but 
any conflict that threatens these well-estab- 
lished rights will be of immediate concern 
to us. It may be taken for granted that we 
shall not only protest against the trampling 
upon these rights, but insist upon their 
complete and literal preservation. 
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IMPOSING ON THE PUBEIC. 


There are a lot of people with the bristles 
on their back ready to sting everything and 
anything just because there seems to be a 
chance to attract a little attention. 

This was illustrated in connection with 
the suit brought in Chicago recently by the 
Chattanooga Medicine company against par- 
ties who had violently assailed one of its 
well-known remedies, and in connection with 
which the company was awarded a verdict 
and damages. The verdict established the 
fact so far as the evidence showed that the

remedy was a thoroughly bona fide one, and |

that no misrepresentation had been made re- 
garding it. 

The medicine had been denounced as @ 
worthless nostrum by a number of physi- 
cians as a part of a campaign against patent 
and proprietary medicines of all kinds. It 
was said to have been done through the 
medical association, and it was against that 
organization that the suit was brought. The 
evidence proved the groundlessness of its 
charges, but did not show that any material 
or monetary damage had been inflicted upon 
the company itself, since it seems the attack 
had had no weight or force. The court 
found the defendants guilty of libel and 
assessed small damages against them. 

It is a pity that campaigns of this sort 
are undertaken without the absolute knowl- 
edge of fraud and misrepresentation in ad: 
vance. Not only are they unjust and unfair 
in many cases, but their antics so shake 
public confidence that when something that 
is really evil and deléterious is exposed, the 
public wonders if it is simply another fake 
campaign. 

In this particular case the Chattanooga 
Medicine company not only came out un- 
scathed, but was completely vindicated in 
the matter of its particular product. The 
trial was in Chicago far away from the 
point where the product is manufactured. 
We may take it, therefore, that the verdict 
of the court was a thoroughly fair and im- 
partial one. 

The next time these assailants of well- 
known products proceed with their attempts 
to belittle them in the minds of the people, 
if.they expect to obtain credence, they had 
better be prepared beforehand with the con- 
clusive evidence. 


A LONG, COSTLY STRUGGLE. 

Daily headlines are telling of French and 
‘British inroads upon the German lines. 
“Telling British Blows” are delivered. The 
Germans are driven from strong positions 
along “a front of twenty-five miles.” This 
town and that are taken from the Teutons, 
and altogether it would look as if Germany 
were about to go down in defeat. 

And yet it remains, in spite of all this, 
that Germany still occupies Belgium and 
nearly as much of northeastern France as 
she did when she dug her first line of 
trenches on her retreat from before Paris. 

It has taken the Allied forces two years 
to begin to make an impression upon the 
German lines. True, the offensive was be- 
gun but a few months ago, but in that time 
millions of dollars in powder and shell have 
been shot away daily in the “curtain of fire,” 
thousands of lives have been sacrificed and 
prisoners taken. 

Yet, with it all, Germany still occupies 
nearly as much of northeastern France as 
ever, and just as much of Belgium as she did 
when the western front situation settled 
down to an apparent deadlock. 

It is a serious question as to whether the 
Allies can succeed in driving Germany out 
of France and Belgium, even though they 
may keep her on the defensive until both 
sides are well worn out. There is as yet 
no sufficient evidence of Allied success to 
indicate that Germany can be wholly dis- 
lodged or driven back even approximately 
to the boundary lines of the German empire 

In view of this fact, the peace problem, 
when the question of peace is taken up, 
takes on a very interesting aspect. If peace 
is to be made upon a basis of German occu- 
pation of Belgium and part of France, cer- 
tainly it cannot be made upon anything like 
the favorable terms to the Allies which they 
have led the world to believe they will de- 
mand. If peace ig to come only after the 
expulsion of Germany from this territory, 
it will come at the cost of national exhaus 
tion and national bankruptcy on the part of 
more than one nation. 

Russia may regain all the ground she lost 
a year ago; the Balkan states and the Allied 
armies may drive the Teutons back into 
their own domain; but as long as Germany 
holds Belgium and northeastern France it 
will be impossible for anybody to convince 
her she is defeated or anywhere near.it. 

It is too early, therefore, to talk of com- 
plete Allied successes, based even upon 
dents made in the first, second or third line 
of German trenches. It must be more than 
a dent. It is a big task, it is true; but it 
must be accomplished if there is to be a 
definite and lasting peace made to Allied 
advantage.

ABOUT THE CYCLORAMA. 

Whoever has failed to see this wonderful 
picure can have no conception of what they 
have missed. It shows the Battle of Atlanta, 

which was fought 
~ largely around the 
Georgia railroad, in the 
direction of what is 
inow Kirkwood. En- 
gaged in combat are 
ijshown 104,000 union 
soldiers under Sher- 
fman and John A. Lo- 
lgan, against 42,000 
confederates under 
i Hiood. 
i It seems that there 
iIwere three of these 
igreat historic scenes 
lreproduced on canvas 
i—“The Battle of Mis- 
+ |sionary Ridge,” “The 
«jy Battle of Gettysburg” 
and “The Battle of At- 
; lanta.” All have been 
burned except the last of the three, which 
is now located in Grant park and which is 
in almost a perishing condition, owing to 
bad housing. It took three German artists 
three years to paint this remarkable scene, 
and it cost when completed $37,000. It was 
presented to the city by Hon. G. V. Gress, 
and the building was given by a Mr. Clay- 
ton, 

The artists were assisted by twenty-one 
officers from each army in making their 
sketches, many of the life-like figures be- 
ing portraits, 

Sad Memories, 

Now, however much some of us may dis- 
like to recall the tragedy of the war be- 
tween the states, and no matter how per- 
sonal our sentiments may be, it is a fact, 
nevertheless, that from a historical stand- 
point this picture possesses a value far be- 
yond that of its intrinsic worth. We at 
home are slow to realize this, perhaps, but 
tourists and visitors to the city appreciate 
it beyond measure, as frequent communica- 
tions attest. And yet it is well patronized 
at home, as on yesterday as early as 8 a. m. 
the place was comfortably filled with town 
people. But it seems to need publicity, and 
if certain of our trolleys and jitneys and 
public carryalls could be plainly marked

and there could be a conspicuous, attractive 
sign directing attention, thousands would 
visit it where only hundreds go now. The 
streets leading to it are fine and quite 
smooth enough for sight-seeing cars. Tnose 
advantages are at once available and should 
not be deferred. In the meantime we must 
find a way to take care of it. 

In a conversation with Mr. 
manager of parks, he says: 

“The legislature directed council to set 
aside $10,000 in addition to the net, revenue 
each year from the cyciorama, until the to- 
tal ot $100,000 was raised, this amount to

120 Tons of Whiskers.

The cry of anguish that has gone up 
in France at the inexorable army order de- 


creeing the removal of whiskers from chin 
and cheek of the men at the front will re- 
ceive little sympathy on this side of the 
ocean. Rostand’s apostrophe of the beard 
as a symbol of “all the beauty of all of 
France, a soul, a jewel, a torch, a prod,’ 
leaves us unmoved, for we are accustomed to 
thinking of the beard in sucn unpvetic terms 
as “soupstrainers,” or chest-protectors, wind- 
shielus, dust-catchers, alialla. Wnen Henry 
batailie, tne dramatist, Moulins the beard as 
‘wu nest of souvenirs, dear and tender,” we 
inevitably think of its as a nest of microbes, 
possibly infantile paralysis germs. Nor aoes 
raenri Bergson, the plagmatist, impress us 
with his aphorism “the visage is matter, 
while the beard is mind.” We Know better. 
We know that the beard is but vain adorn- 
ment or the ugly visage. 

Considering the matter from the point of 
view of utility, a French general estimates 
that the aggregate whiskers of the trench 
army shouiu weigh 12V tons, and justifies 
the removal of so mucn dead, useless weight 
us a military necessity. While tnis view is 
reasonable, there is more to be said on the 
question. It is probable that whiskers take 
up entirely too much room in a gas mask 
or, drooping too low, they may occasionally 
foul the mechanism of a macnine gun. On 
the other hand, there is the thought that 
they form a natural and mobile cover for 
snipers and, properly trained, should make 
excellent instruments for sweeping the tops 
of trenches or for brushing clothes. 

It is all in the point of view. Looking 
out from their hirsute boskage, the Frencn 
were wont to say that only waiters and 
Americans are cleanshaven. There ig poctic 
justice in the thought that now, at a single 
stroke, two millions of their bravest veter- 
ans come within the despised class of the 
beardless. It is a vindication of American- 
ism not lightly to be regarded.

ir. DAYS 
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CHANGING FORM OF BALLOTS 
WOULD DISQUALIFY RETURNS 

Judge Frank Harwell, manager of Hugh 
M. Dorsey’s campaign for the governorship, 
yesterday issued a warning to county demo- 
cratic executive committees against changing 
the form of the ballot sent out by the state 
executive committee for the coming primary. 
To change the form outlined by the state 
committee, he stated, would lay the vote of 
the county in which such a change was made 
liable to being thrown out at the convention. 

The desire to change the form of the Dal- 
lot grew out of the fact that the state com- 
mittee departed from the usual form of pre- 
paring the list of candidates to be voted on 
in the alphabetical order of their names, and, 
instead, placing the name of the incumbent 
running for renomination at the head of the 
ticket. 

The result of this radical change was to 
Place the name of Governor Nat Harris at 
the head of the ticket and ahead of the name 
of Hugh M. Dorsey, which, under the usual 
form of preparing the state primary ballot, 
would have headed the ticket. 

Some of the county committees have so 
resented this favoritism as to have the order 
of the name on the ballot changed to the 
alphabetical system. When Judge Harwell 
was informed of this he notified these com- 
mittees that they were endangering the vote 
of their counties by so doing, and asked 
them to have their ballots printed after the 
form supplied by the state committee, re- 
— of whether or not they thought it 
air. 

_ The rules of the state democratic execu- 
tive committee make it mandatory upon the 
county committees to follow the form of 
ballot prepared by the state committee. This 
rule is Rule No. IV. and reads as follows: 

“The chairman of this committee (the 
State democratic executive committee) shall 
Prepare an Official ballot containing the 
names of all qualified candidates for nom- 
ination to the various offices filled by state- 
wide vote nd forward the same to the 
chairman of é@ach county committee at least 
ten days before the date of said primary; and 
such chairman of each county committee 
shall follow the form of said official ballot 
in having ballots for his county printed, tak- 
ing pains to see that the names of all legally 
qualified candidates for nomination to offices 
to be voted on in said county at the said 
primary election are ‘printed thereon.” 


THE REAL ISSUE INVOLVED 
IN THE CAMPAIGN FOR GOVERNOR 

Editor Constitution: The people do not 
seem to be taking much stock in politics this 
year in Georgia. They are not fools. At 
least those who think are not. They see 
nothing in the governor's race to get excited 
about. 

THey know there is an anti-saloon league 
in Georgia, yet no saloons nor attempt to 
have one anywhere. 

They hear of a Law’ Enforcement 
league, but they have never seen it. They 
know that twice every year in every county 
in the state gmrand jurors assemble and are 
charged with forceful words how to enforce 
the law, by a zealous judge whose duty and 
whose pride is to enforce the law. 

This they see, and it is the only Law En- 
forcement league they know anything about 
and they believe it a mighty good one. Law- 
breakers fear, good men respect grand ju- 
rors, who “present no one from envy, hatred 
or malice, nor leave anyone unpresented from 
love, favor, affection, reward or the hope 
thereof.” 

And as to prohibition?

Explanation of Car Shortage. 


(From The Richmond Times-Dispatch.) 

According to the reports of car accoun- 
fants and the statements of experts, the 
country faces the most serious car shortage 
in its history. The Washington Post says 
“the gross car shortage reported on August 
1 is the largest, -the gross surplus is the 
smallest and the net surplus likewise is the 
smallest ever reported on that date since 
statistics have been kept.” 

There is nothing surprising in this situa- 
tion, however alarming it may be. The coune 
try has been enjoying a period of almist un- 
exampled prosperity, crops are big and prices 
high, while manufactured products of every 
description are reaching a new high level. 
The crop movement and the movement of 
other commodities are making demands on 
the railroads they have difficulty in meeting, 
and that difficulty will grow. 

Underlying this situation ig the circume- 
stance that the railroads for several years 
have been exercising various rigid econo- 
mies. The depression that followed the out- 
bréak of the European war merely accentu- 
ated a policy the wisdom of which already 
had become apparent. A railroud strike of a 
very real sort was in progress before the 
war began—a strike of the investing public 
against the purchase of railroad securities. 

any lines have had difficulty in financing 
their programs of expansion, and in consge- 
quence have ordered as little rolling stock 
as possible. Of late months they have been 
more generous, but recent orders will meet 
the current need only in part. 

If the railroads are to serve their primary 
urpose as servants of the public, they must 
e'provided with the funds with which to de 

their work. They must have new capital 
with which to “te 4 more engines and more 
cars. To attract this capital it must be pos- 
sible for them to make a respectable finan- 
cial showing, which many of them. are not 
now doing.

He stated that the present classifi- 
cation for brick includes only com- 
mon building brick, fired brick anda 
pressed brick, upon which the mini- 
mum carload was 40,000 pounds. He 
stated that the carriers are asking the 
commission to include all kinds of 
brick, except enamel, in the present 
Classification and to reduce the mini- 
mum carload to 36,000 pounds. This 
reduction in the carload minimum, he 
said, was equal to about 11 per cent 
increase in the rate, which increase, 
he admitted, was asked for the purpose 
of increasing revenue from that com- 
modity, upon which, the carriers claim, 
the rate is now unduly low. 

Mr. Clifton will continue his discus- 
sion of the proposed changes in rates 
on brick at the Thursday morning 
session.

Atlanta spot cotton dropped 25 addi- 
tional points Wednesday.

WEST VIRGINIA BARS 
PROHIBITION PARTY 


Charleston, W. Va., September 6.—The 
prohibition party is not a political party 
in West Virginia and has no legal 
right to have its nominees for presi- 
dential electors certified by the secre- 
tary of state in order to be placed on 
the official ballot to be used at the gen- 
eral election in November, according to 
an Pree rendered by Attorney Gener- 
al Lilly here today. 

The attorney general held that the 
prohibition party failed to poll for its 
candidates at least 5 per cent of the 
entire vote at the last general election 
as required by the state Derg elec- 
tion law.

Perry Adair Eliminated by 
D. C. Corkran — “C hick”

Up, John Anderson. 


Philadelphia, September 6.—R._ T. 
(Bob) Jones, Jr., the 15-year-old boy 
of Atlanta, is the surprise and sensa- 
tion of the national amateur golf 
championship which is being played at 
the Merion Cricket club. The southern 
youngster worked his way into the 
third round today by defeating Frank 
W. Dyer, the Pennsylvania state cham- 
pion, 4 up and 2 to pray. Perry Adair, 
the other Atlanta boy, was eliminated 
today by D. C. Corkran, of Baltimore. 

In order to defeat Dyer, young Jones 
had to overcome a lead of 4 holes, 
gained in the first 6 played. He did 
this by coming home in 34 strokes, 
despite a six on the eighteenth, an 
easy par 4-hole. This brand of golf 
Squared the match, and this afternoon 
Jones won handily, being 65 for 16 
holes when the match ended. Had 
Jones played the bye holes he prob- 
ably ould have had a 153 for the 
day’s work, and thus tied the low 
medal made by Fownes in the quali- 
fying round. 


Gordon and Little “Bob.” 


Probably never before in the history 
of national amateur golf championships 
has such an unusual condition arisen as 
now confronts the wise men of the 
sport who are trying to pick a winner. 
Robert Gardner, the brilliant Chjicago- 
an holder of the title, polished off his 
sturdiest rival, Max Marston, with such 
ease today that all were convinced that 
he is as good as ever before in his ca- 
reer, yet despite this those who have 
made a study of golf are’ seriously 
doubting whether he will get through 
the third round tomorrow with only 
a fifteen-year-old boy standing be- 
tween him and that accomplishment. 

But that youth, 15-year-old “Bobbie” 
Jones, the Georgia champion, has played 
such phenomenal, convincing golf in 
his three days, and won such a marvel- 
ous match today from Frank Dyer, of 
Pennsylvania, that he has upset all cal- 
culations. 

At the Merion club tonight those who 
followed the game closely and bet heav- 
ily on matches, had developed so much 
respect for the youth’s skill that they 
would not give better than 5 to 4 on 
Gardner’s chances of victory. 

This means that by the time the 
match is played it will.be an even bet 
for supporters are springing up on all 
sides for Jones. When he qualified on 
Monday he showed some great golf- 
ing ability. Then his victory over the 
veteran and former champion, Eben 
Dyer, of Pittsburg, in the first round, 
made him the cynosure of all eyes to- 
day. A gallery of many hundreds fol- 
lowed him in his match with Dyer. At 
one time during the early stages of his 
play, he was.6 down to the Montclair 
plaver, but he never lost his coolness, 
and rapidlv cut this down, and won 
with apparently plenty in reserve. 

Good Matches Played. 


In working his way into the third 
round Jones has got in with seven 
other golfers who had national repu- 
tations before the tournament started, 
for in today’s play there was but one 
upset, and this was not a real one. 
Oswald Kirby, the Metropolitan and 
New Jersey champion, went down be- 
fore Gardiner White, of Flushing, by 
a 2 up score. 

White played prettier golf to win 
from Kirkby. He was 73 for the first 
18, to 75 for Kirkby, and this left him 
1 up at the turn. 

The championship is working up to 
the best finish in years, with all the 
big players left to fight it out in the 
remaining rounds. It still stands out 
as a great national event, for tonight 
all sections of the country have at 
least one representative left to make 
a fight for the title.

Harmony Program Adopted by 
Delegates From 16 Local 
Organizations. 


Opening wide the doors of the Amer- 
ican Jewith Congress so thatesall ele- 
ments of American Jewry can unite in 
an effort to secure a permanent solu- | 
tion of difficulties in Jewish life, which | 
means the granting of full and equal 
rights to Jews in lands where they are 
denied, and the effective abrogation of 
all discriminatory laws, was the effect 
of a meeting held by the Atlanta Jew- 
ish Congress branch last night in the 
Jewish Educational Alliance, Hyman 
Litchenstein, president, presiding. 

Harmony between all factions of the 
Jewish people, locally and nationally, 
was predicted by local congress lead- 
ers as a result of the unanimous ratifi- 
cation of the peace overtures iby the ac- 
credited delegates from sixteen repre- 
sentative Jewish organizations of the 


city. 

Following the selection of Albert 
Herskowitz, editor of The American 
Jewish Review, as secretary pro tem., 
Leonard J. Grossman explained that, as 
one of Atlanta's two delegates to the 
American Jewish Conference in Phila- 
delphia, he had been called upon = 
participate in a referendum varying in 
certain details the Philadelphia pro- 
gram. Wishing to ascertain the ve 
mistakable opinion of the accredite 
delegates from Atlanta’s Jewish organ- 
izations pareve in > Fe sraae 
he had requested this mee 

Rabbi 2 Yood offered in Yiddish 
the details of the report of the sub- 
committee appointed by the American 
Jewish Congress to confer with the 
Conference of National Jewish Orgah- 
izations. 

“To appear as a unit before the com- 
missioners of peace after the war, our 
duty is to ratify any honorable peace 
with all elements of our people, break- 
ing down the barriers which have di- 
vided,” said Leon Eplan, chairman of 
the state organization committee. 

“Bliminating cherished traditions, we 
must make terms to note the sufferers 
in foreign lands,” said Rabbi Solomon 
in an address frequently interrupted 
with applause. “The reorganization of 
the congress will double the present 
executive committee of seventy, giving 
a like number to both sides,” he ‘said. 

The final address in English was 
made by Joseph Loewus, treasurer of 
the local congress branch. 

Outlining in Yiddish the wisdom of 
a compromise in the interest of an un- 
selfish and noble cause, Rabbi Hyman 
Yood closed the discussion with an ad- 
dress in Yiddish, which was accorded 
a warm ovation by his hearers.

HIGH PRICE OF FLOUR 


Chicago, Septembér 6.—Three prop- 
ositions to meet the advance in flour 
prices with which bakers say they are 
confronted were discussed at a meet- 
ing today of the executive committee 
of the National Association of Master 
Bakers.

Excited Market Witnesses 
Unusual Sale of Shares at 


Increased Prices — Several}: 


Stocks Make New High 
Records During Day. 


New York, September 6.—In its main 
aspects, today’s market was a repeti- 
tion of the excited and feverish session 
of the preceding day, although the 
trading was much broader and com- 
prehended a variety of dormant issuas. 
There were numerous indications of 
d renewal of public interest, commis- 
sion houses with middle western con- 
nections contributing in no small 
measure to the turn-over of 1,376,000 
shares, a tétal exceeded only once be- 
fore this year. 

The more sensational features were 
furnished during the forenoon, when 
Mercantile Marines, United States 
Steel, Inspiration Copper,  Kelly- 
Springfield Tire and Atlantic, Gulf 
and West Indies ascended to new 
maximums, Marine common made a 
gross gain of 3 to 50%, with four for 
the preferred at 124, and Industrial 
touched 69, with 85% for Kelly- 
Springfield and 74% for Atlantic, Gulf 
and st Indies, 

Steel rose to above par in the morn- 
ing, but attained its highest price of 
101% in the final hour, at which time 
allied shares like Lackawanna, Cruci- 
ble, Republic Gnd Bethlehem steels 
also were at their best. 

During the mid-session coppers, oils, 
sugars and tobaccos were taken in 
hand, with gains of 4 to 7 points in 
Mexican Petroleum and Texas Com- 
pany, 6 in United States Industrial 
Alcohol and 2 to 5 points in «@quip- 
ments. Reading was the sole ature 
of the rails on its temporary ddvance 
of 3 points.

REPORTED VARIABLE 


Slight Improvement Shown 
in Northern Part of Belt, 
But Balance of Section Is 
Poor—Shedding, Rust and 
Weevils Responsible. 


‘Washington, September 6.—Cotton 
showed some improvement in the 
northern part of the belt during the 


week which ended yesterday, The Na- 
tional Weather and Crop Bulletin to- 
day announced. Weather during the 
week was generally favorable for pick- 
ing and ginning in central and southern 


districts. 

“The codition of cotton is quite vari- 
able,” says the bulletin, “but it is good 
in only a few localities. Boll weevil 
damage has prevented further fruiting 
in a good many places in the southern 
part of the area and the weevils are re- 
ported as far north as southern Harde- 
‘Man county, Tennessee. Shedding con- 
tinues also and rust aamage is still 
reported in places. a 

“The condition of cotton is from ten 
to twenty days ahead of the average 
for this date in Arkansas, much of 
Mississippi and in Oklahoma, although 
in the last named state the top crop, 
ifany, will be very late. It is at about 
the usual stage in Louisiana, except 
— to fifteen days late in some locali- 

es. 

“In Texas it averages about ten days 
later than the normal; in Tenessee, one 
' week late, although opening prema- 
turely in dry sections. It is opening 
prematurely also in the dry parts of the 
eastern cotton area, but the late crop 
in most of North Carolina and South 
Carolina ig considered to be from ten 
to fifteen days later than the average. 

“Picking is about two weeks earlier 
than usual in most sections in Florida, 
and it is finished or well advanced in 
gouthern and central western portions 
of Alabama, where there has been lit- 
tle fruiting since the first of July. In 
the northern portion of this state the 
crop is fair to good and from normal 
growth to fifteen days late. 

“In southern Georgia three-fourths 
of the crop is already harvested. he 
bulk is about ten days late, but the 
early planted is normal, or even in ad- 
Vance of the season in the coast dis- 
‘trict of this state.” 

Corn had favorable weather for ma- 
turing in the central and upper Mis- 
sissippi valley during the week just 
ended and the crop is fast mearing the 
point of safety from frost damage, ac- 
cording to the crop bulletin. The bulk 
of the corn crop in the northern part 
of the country will need from 10 to 1d 
days to be safe from frost damage. 

Harvesting of grains had exception- 
ally favorable weather and thrashing is 
going on in practically all districts. 
Haying is making rapid progress in 
all sections. 

White potatoes were more seriously 
affected by unfavorable weather than 
had been supposed. Digging discloses 
greater damage than indicated in the 
vines. Only an average yield is indi- 
cated for New England and parts of 
the central Appalachian region, and 
the crop is very poor in most central 
and northern districts. 

Fall plowing and seeding is well a- 
vanced over the Rocky Mountain 
states, but the dry condition of the 
soil still is hindéring rapid progress 
in many of the Missouri and Ohio 
valley states, as well as in Virginia 
and New York.

‘ON COTTON SITUATION | 


New York, September 6.—(Special.)—The 
Gecline in the cotton market today was due 
mainly to the present and prospective de- 
pressing effect of the liberal offerings of 
cotton by producers. Each day the receipts 
increase and where they are not bought by 
consumers or for export they are benig 
hedged in the contract markets. 

There was some liquidation of speculative 


accounts, but on the other hand, there was 
additional buying by operators who believe 
that the reaction offered a favorable op- 
portunity to increase their holdings. The 
government weekly weather report conser- 
vatively states that the growing crop as a 
whole continues unsatisfactory, though pri- 
vate reports note improvement in Georgia 
and the Carolinas and a good yield in parts 
ef Texas.
